in hand for that) or that the Emperor, 
even if convinced of tho serious ^inten- 
tions of his illu.strious servant, would 
readily grant the liberty he demanded, 
Tho Chancellor probably doo.s not care 
whether or not tho propo.sed receipt 
stamp ta.\ is adopted, but its rejection 
discovers convenient opi;ortunity for 
altering the state of things in the Fed- 
eral Council, which lia.s long annoyed 
him ; nor can it bo doubted that a fun- 
damental change of the Imperial con- 
stitution aOccting tho Bundesroth i.'j 
the real object he ha.s at heart. Again, 
Prussia might fiiul herself in the pro- 
dicanient of having been out outvoted 
on some much more niomcntous ques- 
tion than the present one by hur prin- 
cipalities iand 'dukedoms, even when 
seconded by one or two kingdoms. To 
obvii'.te, therefore, such an untoward 
eoiitingency is unquestionably the aim 
of the,. Chancellor. , .'

Cabul, April 7 — MistanS Sabiboka 
Kahn will return to Maidnr to-day 
with a reassuring mes.sngo from the 
Shachu Chiefs. He o.Kpect.s to return 
to Cabul with them. It is now known 
beyond doubt that Abdur Rhaman 
Kahn was well received in Turkislan. 
It is rumored that his disposition to- 
wards the British is friendly.

Thirteen pages arc devoted to the pub- 
lication of tho report of tho Inspector of 
Coal Mines, Mr. Prior. Tho output of 
coal last year reached 241,000 tons, being 
an increase of 70,000 tons over that of , 
1878, and 87,000 in excess of tho output 
of 1877. Tho shipments to foreign ports 
during 1879 wore more than 27,000 tons 
in excess of those of 1878, and tho sales 
for homo consumption exceeded those of 
1878 by over 14,000 tons. Fifteen thou.i- 
and tons remained on hand at tho end of 
last year. ■ A description of tho various 
seams and workings is ' next given, and 
considerable .space is devoted to a con- 
sideration of tho recent disaster in the 
Wellington mine. Tho Inspector rcoom- 
mond.s tho use of safety lamps and com- 
plains tliat tho minora do not avail them- 
selves of tho privileges given thorn by the 
Act, wherubj' thoy may appoint two of 
their number to examine tho'nlino at least 
onco a month. Ho rocominends that tho 
Act be amended to allow boys of 14 
yoars and in)wards to work in the mines 
the same hours as a man. .\t prosant 
they are allowed to work only six liours a 
day and only five days in a week; there- 
fore employers engage Chinamen in pref- 
erence and boys got littlo or no work. 

In the Nanaimo collieries there are em- 
ployed 314 liauds — 223 being white men, 
68 Chinese; 17 white boys and Indians. 
Whites arc paid from §2 to §3.75 per day; 
Chinese from -SI to §1.25 per d.ay: In- 
dians §1 to .?1.60 per day. MincrH' earn- 
ings per day, .§2.50 to §5. 

In tho Wellington colliery thero arn 
312 hands employed -189 whites and 123 
Chinese. The former class are paid §2 to 
§3.76 per day; tho latter, §1 to §1.25. 
Minora earn $3 to §4 per day. At the 
South Wellington colliery 106 hands are 
employcd--81 whites and 26 , Chinese. 
W.agos and earnings about tho fiamo as at 
Wellington. 

Tlu) only drawback to tho prosperity of 
these mines would appear to be the new 
customs tarili". Of its effects tho Inspec- 
tor says ; 

"I would hero beg to draw your atten- 
tion to tho manner in which tho new Can- 
adian tarill" is oppressing tho l.irgeat and 
most valuable industry of this Province — 
viz, the coal trade. Nearly ovory one of 
tho principal articles used at a colliory 
have had an.oxtraduty imi)osod on thoin. 
For insfiitfce^" blasting powder, of which 
there is an ImmonBo quantity uBed, has 
been raised from 17^ per cent, ad valorem 
to 3 cents per pound — an incrcaao equal 
to 50 cents per keg. Picks and shovels 
from 17.J per cent, to 30 percent. Nails, 
both cut and wrought, from 17i per cent, 
ad valorem to h .and .} cents por pound 
specific duty and 10 percent, ad valoitra. 
Steam engines, boilers, etc., from 17i to 
20 ]jer cent. Rails from 10 per cent to 
16 por cent. Car wheels from 17i to 25 
per cent , and fish plates and frogs from 
10 por cent , to 17^ per cent. Representa- 
tions by telegram have been made to tho 
member for tliis distaict by tho manager 
of one of tho coal companies hero, re- 
questing him to urge upon tho authori- 
ties at Ottawa tho necessitj' of a draw- 
back bein.g allowed on all niatorials used 
for tools and general colliery supplies, as 
the present rate of duty almost compels 
them to give up competition, but I am 
sorry to add that up to the present time 
no notice h.as been taken of this appeal. 
It not only cripplps tho proprietors but 
also presses very licavijy on tho miners, 
foi'as stated in an artjolo on the dame sub- 
ject in the Free Press, "Not only (ire tho 
miners indirectly taxed by tho high prico 
of machiner}", but they are directly taxed 
§1 to §1,50 each month for the powder 
they use. An inoroaso in tho cost of the 
means of procuring coal naturally, tonds 
to a depreciation of wages, ospooially 
where tho margin of profits, if any at all, 
is voiy small. Under these circumstancos 
you will not, I hope, consider it ill-timed 
on my part to add ono more voice to tho 
general cry for liol p."

"tvnthin the limitl-'of^Tl^ Municii)al 
ity. 

Her Majesty, by and with the advieo 
and consent of tho Legislative Assembly 
of tlio Province of British Columbia, en- 
acts as follows : — 

1. No^twithstanding anj-thing contained 
in any laiv'to thecontrary, or to any lim- 
itation of taxation contained in any statute 
relating to Municipalities, it sh.all bo law- 
ful for any ^Municipal Council, upon a 
resolution being passed by a majority of 
tho members thereof, declaring tho ex- 
pediency of either laying out, opening, 
extending, widening, straightening, grad- 
ing, macadamizing, gravelling or draining 
in whole or part, any street, lano or alloy 
or road within tho limits of any Munici- 
pality which, in thu opinion of tho said 
nsombsrs of the Council, tho public con- 
venience may rcqnire, such Municipal 
Council .'jhall havo power and 
authority to either lay out, open, ox- 
tend, widen, straighten, grade, m.acada- 
mizo, gravel or drain, in whole or in part, 
any such street, lane, alley or road 
within the liniit.s of such Municipality; 
and they may appoint threo Commission- 
ors to assess tho damages and benefits to 
bo caused by such improvements ; said 
Commissioners shall give notice of tho 
tune and place when they will proceed to 
examine tho property in their opinion to 
be eQbctcd by such improvements, by an 
advertisement publialiod in one newspaper 
published or circulating in such Muni- 
cipality, such time not to be less that ton 
days or more than thirty days after tho 
day when said notice shall first bo pub- 
lished. ] 

2. .Said Commissionors shall, at tho 
time and place named, proceed to ex- 
amine the land and improvemonta in their 
opinion to bo affected by the proposed im- 
provement, and shall first ascertain; the 
amount of damages in their opinion to bo 
sustained, tho names of tho reputed bwn- 
ors of tho [jroperty to be damaged, and 
tho amount to bo p id to each of such 
owners therofor. T liuy shall than assess 
upon the property I.) bo benefitted by 
such impruvomciits il suiticient sum to 
pay the whole amount ot said damages 
and the fees of said Commissioners, and 
apportion the sa' ie among tho reputed 
owners of tho sovi.riil parcels of property 
to bo thus benefitted in proportion to the 
amount of benefits in the opinion of the 
Commissioners to accrue to each. In 
making such ostimatoand apportionment 
they may examine witnesses, itnd shall 
have authority to administer oaths to all 
persons testifying before them, and they 
shall, within sixty day.s after their ap- 
pointment, unless further time be grant- 
ed by tho Council of the Municipality, 
make a report in writing to said Council 
of the assessments and awards so made 
by themj with the names, so far as known, 
and amounts of the persons damaged or 
benefited as aforcsiid. 

Sec. 3 gives tho Council power to levy, 
in addition to all other rates or taxes, a 
special tax or rate on tho property report- 
ed by the commissionora to bo benefited 
by said improvements; said special rate 
or tax i.i made p.ayablo in ten d.ays with 3 
per cent, added for collecting. 

Sec. 4 gives the tax collectors power to 
seize or sell the propofty to sati.sfy un- 
paid rates or taxes. 

The second reading of the Bill is fixed 
for one week from date.

Tho Ifuniolpal Streets Zmprovomont 
Act, 1880. 

To TitF. Editoi: of The Colon i.sr: — 
Sir : — I have with .'iome sur[)rise 
and regrot.jusfc perused tho draft of 
tljis bill — with surprise that the pro- 
moters slmuld think tilt? ratepayor-s .so 
stolidly foolish a;; to allow a iiH^usure 
promoting wliole.s ilc jobbery to become 
law ; with regret, to set? the mxmn of 
Hon. Mr. Boavcn, whom some believed 
to^bj^ an. astute, nnd cautious. legislator, 
coiiplea with the bill as its introducer. 

The bill i)ro[io.si !j to givo the major- 
ity of any C'ouiu-il .absoluto power to 
order any imagiiietl improvemont, to 
appoint ITS 0\\'.V corauiiHsiouers who 
assos.s, value nini ta.v without in 
any way consulting tho parties ^\ \\q 
may bo damaged or benefitted, and, in 
.straight words, to tnx, if they pleaso, 
to any extent any part or the whole of 
tho community fo;- tho benefit oE one 
or more intlividimls who may have 
power or iniluence enough to sway the 
decision of a majority of tho corporate 
body. 

If all men were honost there would 
be no danger at all. But as no sane 
man will make such an assertion, and 
as tho caso in really the other way, the 
certainty of jobbery of the worst kind 
i.s sure to be tlio reiult of passing ti e 
moasdre as it stands. 

Let us suppose a caso : In Fort 
street at its east end half over tho road 
stands a large rock. Say that the 
owner of the adjoining property wifiaos 
to improve his pi'operty by having the 
obstruction removed and prevails on a 
majority of tho Council to favor his 
views. It might be asserted that tlie 
whole of Fort street would be bettered 
by the rouioval of the obstraction, and 
therefore all the owners and lessoi's of 
property on that street should bo taxed 
to remove the obstruction ; the result 
of the decision of the one-side apjioiutod 
commissioners would make such a state 
of aflfairs law. Why, sir, Russian auto- 
cracy is child's play to such n stato of 
things, 

Another case : Suppose a large pro- 
perty owner at tho north end of the 
town wishes good roads through his 
property, properly graded, gravelled, 
and with graded walkfi, it would, upon 
the same just basis and by tho same 
tribunal, be adjudged a benefit to tlie 
whole city and ninety-nine hundredths 
of the tax-payers would bo robbed ti 
benefit the one man. That such n 
state of things shottld be allowed to 
come to pass is absolutely impossible. 

Without going further at present I 
will point out an ab.solute .s:ifnguard, 
by which the rights of every citizen 
will bo protected. Before any suggest- 
ed improvement as contemplated by 
tho bill can be carried it should receive 
the sanction by vote of two-thirds in 
nnmhur and value of tlio citizens to be 
benoCtcd. The votes to be taken in 
the same way as for elections and the 
value to be a.scortainod by the assess- 
ment roll of the city for the then cur- 
rent or immediately pa.st year, when 
any improvement may be made. When 
it is necessary to assess and aw ard 
damages, arbitration should bo and 
is the only fair course to be pur.sued. 
Then both sides have a voice in the 
matter and no autocracy or iniluencu 
can promote or carry out any job or 
robbery, which tho bill tis it now 
stands invites any unscrupulous person 
to perpetrate to the damage of others 
and benefit to himself. 

I shall watch this measure and beg 
you will at a future time allow mo to 
have more to say on this most unblush- 
ing piece of elFrontery to the good 
sense of every sane elector and rate- 
payer of tlie city of Victoria.
